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LOS ANGELES. 


Last Monday the city of Loa 
Augeles commemorated the 73d 
anniversary of the admission of the 
Slate into the Union, which occur¬ 
red on September 5th, 1850. YViih 
all Slate, city and county offices 
closed iu observance of Admission 
Day, a check revealed the fact that 
practically all business houses in 
the city, with the exception of 
banks were ooletierating the State 
holiday by carrying out the slogan 
of “ business as usual.” While 
many of the big houses lenthened 
the lunch period to permit their 
employees sufficient time in which 
to view the sun eclipse, here and 
there was noted among the smuller 
stores a half holiday observance. 
Native sons of Southern California 
took the lead in celebrating the an¬ 
niversary. The Old Beat Flag was 
waving in California all day, side 
by side with the stars and stripes. 

On the same day, tlie first total 
eclipse of the sun to be seen in 
Southern California iu 117 years 
was observed in many parts of this 
section. In Los Angeles, where 
the eclipse was 99 per cent total, 
the full beauty of the phenomena 
was greatly spoiled by a high bank 
of gtay clouds and mist that inter¬ 
mittently obscured liie face of the 
sun, so tlmt during parts of (be 
eclipse it could not be observed. 
However, at the moment of maxi¬ 
mum totality the clouds moved 
away and the 99 per cent eclipse 
was visible to hundreds of thou 
sands interested watchers in 
the streets, on top of buildings, in 
yards and at the beaches. The 
eclipsd began at 11:29 o’clock iu 
Los Angeles, readied its maximum 
at 12:55 and was over at 2:17 p.m 
When the eclipse was at its height 
here the city became like night 
witli a one-quarters moon shining. 
Electric signs, business offices and 
automobile lamps were lighted. 
The air turned perfectly cooler, 
there v was increased humidity and 
a fitful breeze sprange up. As a 
whole, however, people in Los 
Angeles wets disappointed in the 
eclpse because of the high mist and 
clouds that intermittently covered 
the face of the sun and prevented 
good observation of the wonderful 
spectacle, wliioh will not be repeat¬ 
ed in tbis section of the world for 
122 years. A number of Los 
Angeles people went aloft In air¬ 
planes and viewed the eclipse from 
above tire clouds. Rain started 
falling shortly after the eclipse and 
stopped just as the eclipse stopped. 
A brisk wind springing up Ht the 
starting of the eclipse also died 
away with the end of the eclipse. 

Los Angeles and the vicinity for 
a trtdius of thirty miles was visited 
by a fresh electrical storm that was 
accompanied by a generous down¬ 
pour last night. Bolls of lightning 
played about the city and one sever 
ed the main power line connect¬ 
ing Hollywood and the vicinity of 
Crown Hill with the main receiving 
sub-station at the end of Main 
Street, near the Lea Angeles River, 
plnngittg the two sect ions into dark¬ 
ness for five minutes. Another 
struck the main power lino of the 
Pacific Electric Railway Co., and 
stopped oar service several minutes 
over the entire system. We were 
jubilant over last night’s tain, as 
we bad no rain for the past thr«e 
months. Today is cloudy with pro- 
spools of rain. We have not bad 
any bright sunshine since the ec¬ 
lipse. 

A nice stork shower was given by 
Mrs. E. M. Price last Saturday after¬ 
noon, in Innmr of her only daiight 
er, Mis. A. Hultene, at the latter’s 
handsome Spanish stucco residence, 
1112 Burck Place.

Among those who enjoyed (he 
drinking of fruit punch aud the ser¬ 
ving of Icecream aud assorted cakes 
were Mrs. Mercer, Mrs. Barrett, 
Mrs. Rothert, Mrs Nolen, Mrs Wit- 
twer, Mrs. Ward, Mrs. Butson, Mrs.

GALLAUDET HOME. 

Several of the nights and early 
mornings of the third week of this 
clmiming month of September were 
pretty cold up here. Quite ofteu 
the mercury was down below fifty 
degrees, and at such time it was 
none too warm to wear furs. 

For the first time Iu many years 
the house was heated up by steam 
on the 10th of September, aud so 
all who felt chilly or cold were 
made comfortable. 

In its issue of Sunday, September 
16th, the New York Times says: 

“ Only once before in 27 years 
was it cold on September 15lh, as it 
was yesterday. This was in 1913, 
when the mercury dropped to 48 
degrees, the low point recorded at 
local Weather Bureau at 6 o’clock 
yesterday morniug.” 

Miss Pierson, a uieoe of the ma¬ 
tron, came all the way from her 
home, early in August, in Ossowa, 
Mich., to make Mrs. Jones a brief 
visit,. Her 15 year old son, Edwin, 
accompanied his mother, and while 
here he whs quite Interested til the 
members of the family, aud talked 
freely with them on paper aud 
pencil. The guests left here on the 
morning of August 20th for home. 
Before taking a train for Ossowa 
they travelled all over America’s 
great metropolis in a bus to see the 
sights. Sometime after reaching 
homo, Edwin, who is a high school 
boy, wrote me, aud said among 
other things, “New York City cer¬ 
tainly is a great city, aud it seemed 
to me as if #e were in some other 
univetse, as I had never seen any 
thing so enormous as it before, al¬ 
though I have been in many large 
Dittos such as Chicago, Kansas City, 
San Frauolsoo, Los Angeles, San 
Diego aud Detroit.” 

Mr. Edward Ilalliey, who lives In 
Atheuia, N. J., and who was a tutor 
at Fan wood about forty five years 
ago, made this place a visit on the 
24th of August. His wife and Mrs. 
Kovitt and daughter and son-in 


law were with him. His son in-law 
drove the oar in which they came. 

Mrs. Kevitt expressed a wish to 
live here. She is too ablebodied a 
lady to be admitted just now. This 
plaoe is only for the very old and 
infirm. 

While Mr. Hallioy and his folks 
were taking a look at the interior 
of the house, a Mrs. J. Powers, a 
lady friend of Mrs. Hattie Tobin, 
dropped in. She had come all the 
way from Trentou, N. J., with her 
daughter, Catherine to pay Mrs 
Tobiu a few hour’s visit. 

On the morning of the 25th of 
August, long before dawn, Mrs. Eva 
Rusk, who was in her 81st year, and 
had been oonfiued to her bed fot 
several months, died of old age and 
heart failure. 

On the 27th of August Rev. John 
II. Kent delivered a short, but im¬ 
pressive set vice over the remains of 
the deceased. The body of the de¬ 
parted was laid at rest at 2 p.m., 
in the family burial ground, about 
a thousand feet from the bouse. 

When Mrs. Rusk was alive the 
number of women inmates was 
thirteen. On the 5th of September, 
however, a lady, Mrs Kate Downs, 
of Osceola, a place near Rome, N. 
Y., was brought here to live for the 
remainder of her life. She was a 
pupil of the old Fan wood School, and 
is in her 70th year. She is nearly 
blind. And so agaiu the unlucky 
number of 13 is on the women’s 
side. 

All the women here were educated 
at B’anwood Seven of them are 80] 
years of age and over. Two of the 
twelve men are 81 years old. 

All were glad to see Rev. Kent, 
who had not beeu np here for 
several months, on accouut of sick¬ 
ness and a serious speratiou he had 
recently undergone. He was look¬ 
ing well and strong. 

At two o’clock iu the afternoon of 
the 26th of August quite a orowd of 
visitors were here from Middletown, 
N. Y. They numbered over half a 
dozen persons, and were the re¬ 
latives and frieuds of Mrs. Tobin. 

The 13th of September was the 
68th birthday of the Matron, Mrs K. 
M. Jones, and she celebrated it iu 
the old fatnilar way by treating the 
members of the family to a plate of 
ice-aream aud some fruit. While 
vlsitng a relative up in Tioy, last 
October, she fell on the stairs and 
broke Iter leg in two plHOes. She 
met with that accident on the 13th 
duy of the mouth, the day after she 
left here on her vacation. 

After an absence of exactly four 
mouths and ten days, Mrs. Leary 
arrived here on the 20lh of Septem¬ 
ber. She was with her sister all 
summer. 

At about 7 o’clock ou the night 
of Soplember 18th, just after the 
iu mates had had their supper, and 
the domestics and other folks were 
having theirs, a heavy blast occur 
ed at stoue quary, three-fourth of 
a milo from here, which shook the 
house from top to bottom. All who 
were at their supper rushed out 
with faces as pale as death. No 
doubt they thought it was some 
thing like the recent Japanese 
earth quake. 

Duriug the later part of Sep 
tember half a deaeu men from 
Poughkeepsie were at work paint 
ing the hallways aud some of the 
rooms of the Home. 

Previous to iter depaiture from 
London, England, for home, sweet 
home, Miss Elizabeth Peet sent this 
scribe a card with a picture of the 
old Cantebury Cathedral on it, and 
a few lines' saying that site had 
travelled 1500 miles in r motor oar 
through Scotland and lower 
England. 

Mr. Charles C. McMamt was up 
here on the 18th of Septembei, 
looking fine after his retnrn from 
his trip in the northern part of this 
State and lower Canada. 

While the auto belonging to the 
Home was at the Post Office in 
Wappinger Falls, on the afternoon 
of the 7th of September, one of its 
axles broke, aud for over a week It 
was not in use. While it was being 
repaired the jalntor borrowed or 
hired an old sedan oat and UBed it 
to advantage for a few days, then 
something weut wrong with it, then 
he was obliged lo use the horse and 
oarriage. 

While Mr. Soper aud Mr. J. H. 
Caton were in Poughkeepsie recent 
ly they somehow learned that the 
population of that town was 43,000 

We understand that the perpaon 


who goes by the assumed name of 
George Morton, and for whom a snb- 
soiption is being raised to get him in 
the Ohio Home for Aged and Infirm 
Deaf, is no other than George R. 
Sharp, who was admitted to this 
Home on the 23d of last Ootober, 
and who left here on the 13th of 
last July, because he said hs had 
no desire to live on the bread of 
Charity any longer, and was going 
out to make his living with hiB own 
hands. 

A description of this blind deaf 
man was recently sent me by a 
friend out in Columbus, Ohio* and 
it proves conclusively that this 
individual is no other than George 
R. Sharp himself. He is a medium 
sized man with a glass eye, dark 
hair and light mustache. His 
natural eye waters. 

For an unknown length of time 
he was an inmate of the Home for 
Aged and Infirm Deaf, at Doyles 
town, Pa. 

Before leaving here he expressed 
a wish to go to Columbus, Ohio, 
where we learn he did go. 

Miss Sarah Augreli, “ The Bostou 
Girl, ” so called, made this place a 
few days’ visit late In September. 
It is her custom to make this Home 
a yearly stay of a couple of days or 
so She left Boston on the 24th of 
September.

| Washington, September io— 
Preparations are being made here 
today for the completion of the Na¬ 
tional Cathedral of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Although four 
million dollars has already been con¬ 
tributed only the apse of the great 
edifice on Mount St. Alban has been 
completed. It stands today higher 
than the Washington monument and 
overlooks the whole city. Recently, 
however, the Washington chapter of 
the church decided to pnsh the work 
on the whole Cathedral so that it may 
be completed within five years. 

■ The National Cathedral, although 
started dnrlng the administration of 
President McKinley, is really a ful¬ 
filment of President Washington’s 
dream of a “ church for national pur 
poses,’’ which was provided for in the 
original plans of L’Enfant for the 
National Capital. From the time 
that President McKinley attended the 
first open air services at the Cathe¬ 
dral every President, scores of cabinet 
officers and foreign dilplomats and 
thousands of members of the Senate 
and House have been present on his 
toric occasiens at the Cathedral from 
the ceremonies following the conclu¬ 
sion of theSpanish-American war to 
the religious services in connection 
with the Conference on the Limita¬ 
tion of Armaments. 

When the last stone has been 
placed and the Cathedral opened it 
will be one of the largest and finest 
church buildings in the world 
Surrounding the foundation and apse 
which are now complete, are the Na 
tional Cathedral School for Girls and 
a similar school for boys, a bishop’s 
house, a library which is to be the 
most complete religious library in 
America and an amphitheatre which 
today accomodates 25,000 persons 
The next mammoth ceremony to 
be held at the Cathedral will be 
public service on September 29th, in 
connection with the consecration of 
the bishop-elect of Washington 
the Rev. Dr. James E Freeman 
The amphitheatre is being prepared 
for a great outdoor service in connec¬ 
tion with the consecration services.

The life of Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
who was perhaps the very greatest 
portrait painter that ever lived, is 
peculiar interest to the deaf, for 
the reason that he was deaf. Cer¬ 
tainly, he was not deaf and dumb, 
bnt he was a sufferer from deafness; 
therefore we are entitled to claim 
him as one of onrselves We be 
lieve that nothing bnt good can re¬ 
sult from the publication of the 
biographies of eminent men who 
have suffered from the same afflic 
tiou as that under which we labor. 
Sir Joshna Reynolds was born at 
little town called Plymptou, aboui 
five miles from Plymouth, in the 
year 1723. He was the son of a 
clergyman, and his home was sitnat 
in one of the most beautiful 
counties in England, noted for its 
green-clad hills, and its clear, 
swiftly flowing streams. 

As a boy, he was fond of draw¬ 
ing, and made sketches of anything 
that took his fancy. Once, during 
service in the church, he wished 
to make a picture of the minister. 
Having no paper, he made a sketch 
the queer little man on his 
thumb nails. As soou as he reach¬ 
ed home he enlarged the sketoh and 
painted it with common paints, us- 
iug a pieoe of au old sail for can¬ 
vas. His father was interested in 
the clever sketch, although he de¬ 
sired the boy to study for phar¬ 
macy. In the end, Mr Reynold 
allowed his son to follow his natural 
bent, aud he took him to London 
and apprenticed him to Mr. Had 
son, the chief portrait painter of 
the day. The boy was to work 
four years with his teacher, but 
made such rapid progress that 
the time he had spent two years 
there he could do better work than 
his master. Young Reynolds part¬ 
ed company with Mr. Hudsou, and 
settled in Plymouth, near his homo. 

In Devonshire, he painted pro¬ 
traits of the best known people iu 
the neigh Iron rhood, and made many 
friends aud admirers. 

Three years later he was invited 
to go for a cruise with Admiral 
Keppel, and as he had always had 
great ambitiou to travel, he was 
naturally delighted. He painted 
portraits in Minorca, speut two years 
in Rome, aud visited Florence, 
Veuice, and other art centres. He 
oaught a violeut cold while working 
from pictures in (he Vatican, and 
was always partially deaf after this. 

At Venice he learned a great deal 
about color, aud was afterwards 
spoken of by Ruskin as one of the 
greatest coioiistsin the woild 

Settling in London, his por'raits 
of the Misses Gunning and of Ad 
miral Keppel secured his pesitiou as 
Ihe leading portrait painter of the 
day. Among his wide cirele of 
friends were Burke, Johnson, Gold 
smith, Hogarth, and Garrick. In 
1777 he painted the Marlborough 
faintly portraits, aud in 1779 lie 
designed the windows for New 
College, Oxford In 1781 and 1783 
he visited the Netherlands, and his 
interesting notes as well as his 
addresses to the Royal Academy 
students were published later. 

He kept “open house” for his 
friends; hid table was often orowd 
ed, and a merry company was 
always to be found at his house. 
All the wits, genius, fashion, 
nobility and wealtli congregated 
there, aud references to this fact are 
to be found in many well known 
biographies. He was knighted by 
George III, and was thou at the 
height of his fame. In 1784 he 
painted oue of bis finest portraits 
—“ Mrs. Siddons as the Tragic 
Muse.” He was eminently succes 
ful as a portrait painter, but ho has 
been called the “o ild aitist”on 
accouut of his love of painting chil 
dren. Amongst his most sucoess 
ful portraits of chiidten are 
“ Peuelope Boothby,” “The Little 
Strawberry Gitl,” and The Angel 
Heads.” 

Sir Joshua was a hard worker, 
and it is oiaitued that he painted 
between two and three thousand 
pictures. He is unsurpassed in por 
traiture, and seemed to possess the 
happy knack of seeing the best 
side of his sitters. 

In 1789 he laid down his brushes 
owiug to failing eyesight, and when 
he died in 1792 he was buried at St 
Paul’s. Ilts works live in every 
picture gallery of note in the world.

Since its modest begining as an 
experiment of doubtful worth, with 
only three pupils, the Kentucky 
School has taught 2544 pupils, in¬ 
cluding 216 in the colored depart¬ 
ment. It now owns about one 
hundred and fifty acres of land, and 
the entire plant of the school, in¬ 
cluding land and buidings, is valu¬ 
ed at about $ 370 , 000 . 

Tbe present Superintendent is 
Mr. Augustus Rogers, the seventh 
to bold that office. Since the 
History was written Mr. El wood

By the non-appearance of letters 
from this burg since last fall it must 
not be surmised that life among the 
deaf folks of this city has beeu at a 
standstill.

The following is takeu from 
Nature: 

What was the fate of Augustin 
La Priuce, a pioneer in the Motion 
Picture Industry? 

Augustin Le Prince has rarely 
beeu recognized as oue of tbe pione¬ 
ers in cinematography. Mr. E. 
Kilburn Scott, who knew him 
personally, recently lectured before 
the Royal Photographic Society ou 
bis work in this direction, and a re 
port of the ieoi ure is given in the 
current number ot I lie society’s 
journal. Mr. Scott considers it 
established that Le Prince was the 
first to make a successful camera to 
take photographs at more than 
sixteeu in a second, was the first to 
show moving pictures on a screen 
(at Leeds in 1889), was the first to 
appreciate the importance of usiug 
flexible film (he is stated to have 
used celluloid films before Sep 
teuiber, 1890), and was the first to 
use perforations and sprocket wheels 
(pateuts dated 1888). Le Prince’s 
career came to au extraordinary eud. 
He was last seen on September 16th, 
1890), at Dijon, entering a train for 
Paris, but siuce then uothing what¬ 
ever seems to be known of him. 
Oue suggestion was that he might 
have been kidnaped by agents of 
American iuventors whom be had 
forestalled. 

Mr. Le Priuce was the husband 
of Madame Le Prince, instructor of 
Art iu this Institution from 1883 to 
1888. While not officially oonuected 
with the Institution he frequently 
assisted his wife in the iustrnotiou 
of the art classes, being a compteut 
artist aud teacher.
